Less than six months before November’s general election, Americans 
are split between President Obama and his Republican challenger, 
Mitt Romney, according to a poll released Tuesday 

The Washington Post/ABC News survey showed the two candidates 
statistically tied with 49 percent of Americans backing Obama and 
46 percent supporting Romney When asked which contender would 
best handle the economy Obama and Romney were tied at 47 percent. 

A marked enthusiasm gap opened between the two candidates in 
the new poll. Forty-eight percent of Obama’s supporters said they 
were “very enthusiastic” about the president’s candidacy compared 
with 23 percent of Romney’s backers who said they were “very enthusi- 
astic” about supporting the Republican candidate. 

Asked further about each candidate’s character, voters seemed to 
favor Obama. They gave the Democratic incumbent higher marks on 
“understanding the economic problems people in this country are hav- 
ing” (48 percent to 40 percent), as well as “has the better moral charac- 
ter to serve as president” (52 percent to 38 percent). 

The gender gap between Obama and Romney continued to persist 
in Tuesday’s survey Women favored Obama over his GOP rival 51 per- 
cent to 44 percent in the poll. Here’s a closer look at the other num- 
bers. 
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As in almost every na- 
tional survey, the econo- 
my was the No. 1 issue for 
voters, with 52 percent of 
respondents saying it was 
their top concern. 

’ OTHER ISSUES 

Outside of the economy, all 
other political issues stood 
in single digits in the poll, 
with 7 percent saying their 
top choice was health care 
and 5 percent naming mor- 
als and family values. 

IN THE TANK 

Americans surveyed for the 
Washington Post/ABC News 
poll had an overwhelmingly 
negative perception of the 
economy, with 83 percent 
saying America’s eco- 
nomic condition was “not 
so good” or “poor.” That’s 
compared with 17 percent 
who felt positively about 
the economy. 


GAY OK? 

While the presidential 
campaign veered into 
social issues after Obama 
publicly endorsed same- 
sex marriage for the first 
time at the beginning 
of May, it has largely re- 
turned to discussion of 
the economy and jobs. For 
the past week and a half. 
Democrats have ham- 
mered away at Romney’s 
record as a private equity 
executive, saying his role 
in shutting down plants 
indicates a wavering com- 
mitment to creating jobs. 

AFGHANISTAN 

On other issues, Obama’s 
approval was better. 
Forty-seven percent of 
Americans approve of 
his handling of the war in 
Afghanistan, and 48 per- 
cent registered approval 
of his record on interna- 
tional affairs. 


TEA LEAVES J 

FOR OBAMA 7 

Obama’s 42 percent | 

approval rating on 
the economy indicated 
the issue won’t be going 
away anytime soon. The 
figure lags well behind 
Obama’s overall approval 
rating, which Tuesday’s 
poll showed standing 
at 47 percent. However, 
more Americans 
(49 percent) say former 
President George W. Bush 
carries greater respon- 
sibility for the economic 
state than blame Obama 
(34 percent). 

THE 1 PERCENT 

Only 1 percent of respon- 
dents said Afghanistan 
was their top issue, 
though the poll did not 
ask respondents to name 
their No. 2 or No. 3 most 
important concerns.

Dark skinned or 
light skinned, 
sunscreen is 
recommended 
for everyone.

would go home and my wife would say, 
‘libu smell like a girl; did you go tanning?’ ” 
said Ncquin, who first tanned before a cruise 
with his wife a few years ago. He remembers 
being embarrassed and afraid then because 
the practice often is more associated with 
women. Now he also has to deal with its ties 
to the juiced up and tanned out cast of “Jersey 


Shore,” whose practice of hitting the gym, go- 
ing tanning and doing laundry all in one day 
has been reduced to “GTL.” While he only 
goes a couple of times a month during the 
winter season to keep a decent tan, it’s no less 
difficult to shake the stigma. 

“I think maybe Jersey Shore’ kind of ruined 
[tanning! for people, gave it a bad name,” said 
Nequin, a 35-year-old Chicago-area resident. 
While he’s comfortable in his skin, Nequin 
said he doesn’t openly talk about his tanning, 
fearing a lecture on its effects or being associ- 
ated with the tanorexic members of “Shore,” 
He’s a secret tanner. 

Earlier in May, as a response to an over- 
tanned New Jersey mother who made head- 
lines for allegedly taking her young daughter 


tanning. Aid, Debra Silvcrstcin (50th) intro- 
duced a proposal to the City Council to ban 
the practice for those younger than 18, even 
with parental permission.

the industry is expected to see a rebound, 
growing to more than $5 billion in annual rev- 
enue by 2016. Still, the recent research— and 
the stigmas that come with it— have Nequin 
and other secret tanners keeping their tech- 
niques to themselves. 

“I said something the other day in con- 
versation to my friend {about tanning},” said 
Catherine Boyd, 28, of the South Loop. “I 
said, ‘I am sorry I smell; I went tanning,’ and 
one of my friends said, “Oh my God, why 


would you do that?” 

Although Boyd quit indoor tanning for 
years, she recently picked it back up to pre- 
pare for engagement photos, only to realize 
the attitude toward tanning has become more 
negative, she said. 

“It makes me feel kind of guilty about go- 
ing,” Boyd said. “At the same time the guilt’s 
not bad enough to keep me from going.” 

Matthew Turner, owner of Halsted Street 
Beach Tanning in Boys town, said there’s noth- 


ing to be embarrassed about when it comes to 
indoor tanning. In the eight years of owning 
the studio, he said, he’s preached the benefits 
the UVA and UVB rays can bring. For one, 
he says, exposure to UVB rays — found in the 
special lamps in tanning beds and the sun— is 
the only way the body naturally produces Vi- 
tamin D. He also said part of his client base 
includes customers who have been prescribed 
light tanning regimens by their dermatolo- 
gists, to treat both psoriasis and acne. 

“{The research] doesn’t hold water; I’ve been 
tanning on a tanning bed since I was 18 years 
old,” said Turner, a licensed aesthetician from 
Evanston. “It’s all about how you’re doing it.” 

Turner said too much of anything— tanning 
included— is never a good thing. Instead, he 
gives his clients a skin tone test to determine 
how often and how long is healthy as they 
work toward their tans. He said it’s not the 
exposure to the rays that’s harmful, but rather 


the burning that can happen after too much 
exposure. 

“It’s about smart tanning, not burning,” he 
said. 

Still, the Mayo Clinic maintains that sun- 
less tanning in a bed isn’t a safe alternative 
to the sun, as it still exposes the body to the 
same harmful rays as those produced by the 
sun. The clinic recommends sunless tanning 
lotions and spray tanning to get a glow 

For Boyd, her time tanning almost every 
day is over. The combination of potential 
risks and the stigma given to the practice is 
enough for her to avoid it as much as possible. 
But she admits she’ll probably be back to the 
salon to tan up for her wedding. 

“Definitely being older now, { 1 } got rid of 
that mentality that I’m untouchable, nothing 
is going to happen to me,” she said. “You start 
getting scared when you read about the dan- 
gers.”

New Park District policy leaves 
E. coli decision up to beachgoers 

Chicago Tritium 

Chicago beach-goers will be setting their own bacteria 
thresholds this summer, as the city^s Park District does away 
with its frequent swim bans based on li. coli counts. 

Would-be swimmers still will get advisories up and down 
the lakcfront letting them know if bacteria levels exceed fed- 
eral water quality standards set by the U,S. Environmental 
Protection Agency But lifeguards will not stop people from 
wading if tests show the level of E. coli bacteria has hit a 
higher mark. 

‘"We found those standards to be too restrictive and prone 
to errors/^ said Cathy Breitenbach, director of lakefront op- 
erations for the Park District. “Those higher numbers are 
short-lived.^^ 

ITie swim bans really can throw water on a good time for 
sweltering Chicagoans who fight their way to Lake Michigan 
on a steamy afternoon, only to find theyVe stuck on the sand. 
And Breitenbach said most Great Lakes beaches don't use 
the bans. 

*“l'he number we were using was overly conservative/^ she 
said, “lliis is the best way to allow people to get as much use 
as possible out of our beautiful beaches during the summer 
months.'" 

Despite the July-like weather Chicago already has seen, 
swim season officially begins Friday and runs through Sept. j. 

Last summer, Chicago beaches were closed to swimming 
36 times because of water quality, according to the Park Dis- 
trict. Swim advisories were issued an additional 134 times 
because the bacteria count was above the federal standards 


but lower than the amount required for a Park District ban. 
Under the new policy, advisories will be issued whenever the 
bacteria is above the federal benchmark. 

Swim bans still will be issued when there is sewage over- 
flow into the lake, as sometimes happens after particularly 
heavy rainfalls. And swimming also will not be permitted 


when there are dangerous conditions such as high waves or 
lightning strikes in the area, Breitenbach said, 

"ITie Park District will be providing real-time water quality 
information at 16 of 24 beaches, using computer models that 
predict bacteria counts based on weather and water conditions 
such as wave height, water temperature, rainfall and wind speed*

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Lawyers for NATO suspects 
allege ‘unusual’ confinement 


Chicago Tribune 

Lawyers for three men accused of plotting to 
firebomb police stations and other political 
targets during the NATO summit in Chicago 
said Tuesday their clients have been held in 
“cruel and unusual” solitary confinement in 
Cook County Jail. 

Brian Church, 20, of Fort Lauderdale, Fla.; 
Jared Chase, 27, of Keene, N.H.; and Brent 
Betterly 24, of Oakland Park, Fla., each are 
being held on $1.5 million bond on charges 
of conspiracy to commit terrorism, providing 
material support for terrorism and possession 
of an explosive or incendiary device. 

Michael Deutsch, an attorney for the Na- 


tional Lawyers Guild, said at a brief court 
hearing for the three that they have been held 
since bond hearings Saturday in “hospital- 
white” cells for 24 hours a day and have not 
been allowed to communicate with anyone. 

“They are totally in isolation from every- 
one else in the jail and each other,” Deutsch 
said. “They have nothing to read. They have 
no writing material. It’s a kind of sensory de- 
privation situation.” 

Deutsch said jail officials had told him they 
were concerned for the men’s safety if they 
were placed in the general population. He 
said he hoped to work with sheriff’s officials 
to relax the security conditions.

The United Nations’ atomic watch- 
dog agency said Tuesday it was 
close to a deal giving inspectors 
access to some of Iran’s disputed 
nuclear sites, providing a dose of 
optimism as diplomats prepared 
for new talks to overcome their 
standoff with the Islamic Republic. 

Study: Apple dominates 
world’s top brands 

Apple has maintained its place as 
the world’s most valuable brand 
over the past year, leading a group 
of tech-related companies that 
dominate the top 10, according to 
a study published Tuesday. It has 
boosted its brand value 19 percent 
in the past year, or $183 billion. 


D WASHINGTON The crowded US Airways 
flight from Paris to Charlotte, N.C., had 
just reached the northeastern tip of Canada 
when one of the passengers, a French citizen 
who was born in Cameroon, handed a flight at- 
tendant a cryptic note that said she had some- 
thing hidden inside her body 

Alarmed that the woman could be carrying 
a surgically implanted bomb, the crew notified 
authorities. U.S. fighter jets were scrambled, 
and the pilot was told to make an emergency 
landing in Bangor, Maine. 

State and federal agents met the plane when 
it landed, and the woman was arrested. An ini- 
tial investigation has found no bomb on the 


plane, and no immediate sign that the woman 
had explosives somehow secreted inside her, 
said a senior law enforcement official who was 
not authorized to speak publicly 

The Department of Homeland Security and 
the FBI warned airlines last year that terrorists 
may try to surgically implant bombs inside the 
bodies of passengers. 

The passenger flight, which took off from 
Paris early Tuesday morning with 179 pas- 
sengers and nine crew members, crossed the 
northern Atlantic and was scheduled to fly 
down the East Coast of the U.S. to its final des- 
tination at Charlotte Douglas International 
Airport. 


But once the crew alerted the Transporta- 
tion Security Administration of “a passenger 
who exhibited suspicious behavior” on board, 
the pilot was told to change course, head west 
into Maine and land at the airport in Bangor, 
TSA spokeswoman Sterling Payne said. 

A pair of F-15 fighter jets launched from 
Barnes Air National Guard Base in Westfield, 
Mass., at 11:40 a.m., said John Cornelio, a 
spokesman for the North American Aerospace 
Defense Command. The jets met the airliner, 
US Airways Flight 787, and escorted the plane 
through U.S. airspace. 

Authorities still are investigating what 
prompted the woman to pass the note. 


NASA hails SpaceX 
launch as ‘a new era’ 

D in a pivotal moment for private space- 
flight, a towering white rocket lifted a 
conical capsule into space early Tuesday on a 
mission to the International Space Station. 

SpaceX’s Falcon 9 rocket carried the un- 
manned Dragon capsule into space after a 
2:44 a.m. CDT launch from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., marking the first time a private company 
has sent a spacecraft to the space station. 

The mission is considered the first test of 
NASA’s plan to outsource space missions 
to privately funded companies now that its 
fleet of space shuttles is retired. SpaceX aims 
to prove to NASA that its Falcon 9 rocket 
and Dragon capsule are ready to take on the 
task of hauling cargo— and eventually astro- 
nauts— for the space agency 

“Today marks the beginning of a new era in 
exploration; a private company has launched a 
spacecraft to the International Space Station 
that will attempt to dock there for the first 
time,” NASA official Charles Bolden said. 

SpaceX hopes to dock the Dragon, which 
is designed to carry up to seven astronauts, as 
early as Friday

INDIANAPOLIS Few events in motor sports honor 
their tradition more than the Indianapolis 500. 

The race celebrated its looth anniversary in May 
2011 and will run for the 96th time (it wasn’t held dur- 
ing World War II) on Sunday at the Brickyard. 

“What a special place it is,” said team owner Jimmy 
Vasser, whose best finish as a driver was fourth. “You 
never forget how special the place is. And how really, 
really difficult it is.” 

Yet for all of the traditions times are changing at 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway The biggest changes: 
a new car, new engines and new drivers. And Danica 


Patrick— the most popular IndyCar driver in years — 
has left for NASCAR. 

And that doesn’t have too many folks in Indy upset. 

She hasn’t been as missed as some might have 
thought. Although she drew attention to the series, 
many times she was the center of attention. 

IndyCar CEO Randy Bernard said Saturday it’s a 
shame racing fans don’t know as much about a driver 
such as two-time Indy 500 winner Dario Franchitti, 
who’s married to actress Ashley Judd. Bernard said 
when Franchitti’s career ends, he will be mentioned 
with the likes of open-wheel legends Mario and Mi- 
chael Andretti, the Unsers (Bobby A 1 and A 1 Jr.) and 
Rick Mears. 

“Danica was great for the sport, but I also think she 
was an umbrella that took the spotlight off some of 


the drivers like Dario,” Bernard said. “We have this 
great legend that doesn’t resonate with fans to the 
amount of his credibility That’s a disappointment to 
me. I have to focus on that.” 

Bobby Rahal, who runs Rahal Fetterman Racing— 
yes, David Fetterman—and won the Indy 500 as a 
driver and an owner, said it’s time the racing gets the 
limelight. “We get to focus on the racing now and the 
people who are here, who are damn good drivers,” Ra- 
hal said. “Danica did great things for this series, but 
oftentimes at the expense of the series. It was a yin 
and a yang. The other drivers that were here didn’t get 
the attention they should have gotten. Now we get to 
get back to what it’s all about, which is great racing.” 

Ultimately, that is the biggest tradition Indianapo- 
lis has going for it.

Ex-The Academy Is... rocker William Beckett 
comes to grips with growing up in solo work

William Beckett jokingly calls himsell' a mini-celeb. Fans of the former 
singer for defunct Chicago pop-rockers The Academy Is... likely would 
drop the “mini.” 

Beckett's big enough to have a “verified” check mark next to his name on 'twit- 
ter and to casually tell stories about his friend Demi Txivato, Bight now^ though, 
the focus is on the 27-year-old Barrington resident as he puts his previous 
band behind him and supports “Walk the Talk /'which dropped in 
April. It's the first of three solo FPs coming this year (the oth- 
ers follow in July and October), on which Beckett explores ne*w 
subject matter for him. 

^I'llie last Academy Is... album] was about my time in high 
school,” he said during an interview atlfibune Tower. “Since 
then IVe had a child- Fm a dad now. With all the experiences 
that a band that tours the Avorld time and time again over an 
eight-year period have had, the last thing I want to do is now 
go back and dwell on the past even more.'’ 

Still, Beckett says he will play his previous band's songs on 
tour from time to time, despite his focus on the future. “[ITie 
band was] sort of the like the cool police on everything. If it 
wasrit mysterious, it wasn't cool. I could have B.S.'d another 
record with my band, and some people would probably think 
that that would be the [right] thing to do, but it wasn't. Not 
only for myself but for the fans.” 


What do you think people 
expect otH of yotir solo work, 
and what will they actually gel? 

I don't know what people would expect. I 
guess the least expected thing would be to 
make the same record that we just made as a 
band as my solo thing. But I'm certainly not 
going to do that. 


Whaf s something you have the freedom to 
do now that you didn't before? 

ITiere's a particular song called “Girl, Yon 
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Shoulda Been a Drummer” that Hove, and 
it’s a little more shticky. It’s not shtick but 
it’s a little more swagger and taps into a 
different side of myself that I feel Like just 
conceptually it would have gotten killed on 
the ground floor in our band setting. I’m 
really happy that I stuck with my gut on that 
song. It’s really flin and it tells a pretty fim, 
sexy story. 

The first single^ "Compromising Me/' some 
may take that as you anticipating what 
people might say ah out you and striking out 
before they can even say it? 

Ifyou’rc asking if it’s like a premeditated 
attack maybe a little bit. I wrote the 
song at a point in time when I was really 
really at wit’s end and really frustrated with 
where I was with my label situation and 
where I was with the project because I felt 
like it was so ready to go and the vision was 
clear yet there [were] way too many cooks in 
the kitchen at that point. 

You sing, "Girl, You Shoulda Been a 
Drummer" for mostly negative reasons, is it 
better to date a singer^ guitarist or bassist? 

{Laughsd The twist on that was that I enjoy 
it. I enjoyed it a bit as well. ITiis person can 
tvdst your world upside down, beat you 
senselessly whether that’s metaphorical or 
not, but at the end of it it’s like, “Whoa, 

Pm enthralled by this different side of 
this person.” In a lot of ways it is kind of a 
reflection of myself and how IVe blossomed 
since lea\dng the band. In certain senses I feel 
like having tapped into that more instincti^l, 
carnal part of myself, I notice that more in 
others. That’s essentially what that song’s 
about, about a wild night with someone that 
you know, you’re seeing a different side of 
them that you ever have. Or someone that is 
taking you by storm. 

So what member of a band tends to be the 
most volatile to get into a relatlonsliip with? 

Definitely, it’s gotta be the lead singer. 

Why? 

Usually they’re the most— I’m speaking from 
experience, being one, definitely the most 
vain and selfish. ... I think it sort of comes 
with the territory— the attention that a lead 
singer gets. For me, if I were dating someone 
in a band, the singer, everyone’s usually, that’s 
where all the eyes go first. T hat’s the person 
that’s projecting words to you. And usually 
the person whose face is on the cover of the 
record. More prominently Everyone else is 
kinda hazy in the background. 

The blurry guys In the background. 

The blurry guys. {Laughs.] With that being 
said, usually the most passive-aggressive one 
is the lead guitar player who wants to have 
all the attention and everything. For me it’s 


like these are all reasons, it sounds like a 
cliche and if you’ve seen 'Almost Famous” or 
“Spinal Tap,” it’s like some of those cliches 
are true. T'hat’s why it’s funny ’cause it is 
kinda true. I don’t miss that part of being in a 
band whatsoever. 

Tm sure you spent a lot of time with Fall 
Out Boy over the years. Did you see Patrick 
Stump recently put up a serious blog post 
about how depressed he was about the 
animosity from people angry his solo stuff 
doesn't sound like Fall Out Boy? 

I did see it. I completely applaud him in 
every way. I’ve known that he’s been an 
incredible talent ever since we played shows 
in Hoffman Estates together for six people. 

On your website you say, "Ask me 
anything/' What's the most unusual or 
memorable question you've received there, 
or on Twitter? 

It’s varying. There are ones that are just in 
a foreign language completely Literally in 


foreign languages that I don’t understand 
even a little. I took five years of Spanish so 
I can kind of get something that is based 
in Latin, I can kind of mess with it. But 
when it’s foreign figures, it looks like it’s an 
intergalactic message from the future. ...T'he 
fans are most of the time very, very respectful 
and not creepy but there certainly have 
been times where people have overstepped 
boundaries. And it’s just like, “Whoa, I’m 
kind of afraid for my life and my family’s life.” 

Someone wrote on your Twitter, "I swear 
William Beckett is the definition of perfection. 
OMG." Is that the sort of thing that makes you 
start to worry about your family? 

Um ... sometimes it starts there. [Laughs.] I 
see that stuff and I just kinda laugh. I know 
they’re wrong, so it’s like, “I don’t know 
what I’m doing to fool you, guys, but this is 
not correct. It’s incorrect.” I like the social 
networking a lot. ... It’s fun to engage with 
fans and just the people that I’m interested

Kimbra’s ‘Vows’ wow

That being said, the 
New Zealand songstress 
has agorgeous, resonat- 
ing voice that sticks 
with you long after a listen throtgh her full-length 
album debut, ^‘Vows*” Tracks like the thump ingly 
catchy “Settle Down’^ should have great radio 
success, so any plays she^s earning during her jump 
from Gotye’s coattails are well deserved. And 
according to my friend Zach, she totally stole the 
show at their Lincoln Hall performance, so maybe 
Gotye should be glad to let her go. 

Kimbra’s willingness to experiment with that 
voice probably is the most successful part of 


"Vows,” "Something in the Way "Vbu Are” had me 
on a mental journey through a twinkly tropical 
rain forest, while "Old Flame” takes a right turn to 
a much harder place. It’s tough to convince with 
an album of both happy and sad love songs, but 
Kimbra does it with finesse so smooth you barely 
notice her vocal transition from songbird trill to 
Bjork-like sorrows. Her use of instrumentals amps 
it up to another level — they sure do have a lot of 
really fun drums/maracas/tinkly chimes in New 
Zealand. 

Something began distracting me partway 
through the album though, and T finally managed 
to put my finger on it. T don't know if it’s the or- 
chestral backing ora vocal pattern or just a random 
note that set it off, but something about “Vows” re- 
minds me ofjanelle Monae’s "The ArchAndroid”— 
a record of a much different feather. 

This works to Kimbra’s detriment because while 
hers is a good album, Monae’s snappy flow and 
completely unique sound make hers an absolutely 
fantastic one. You should definitely take a spin 
through ‘Vdws,” though I’ve certainly tainted it for 
you. But go back and listen to “llie ArchAndroid” 
and see if you hear what I’m hearing. Either way 
you’ll be wowed by both.

In the past few years, 

John Mayer has been 
living a PR night- 
mare. A string of 
high-profile break- 
ups (Jessica Simpson, 

Jennifer Aniston) 
made the supposedly 
sensitive soft-rock 
bro seem insensi- 
tive, and a disastrous 
set of interviews in 
2010 prompted accusations of misogyny and 
racism. 

Now, those two years since the height of 
the criticism have given Mayer time to un- 
dergo a period of atonement, rebrand himself 
and get in touch with his feelings, man. 

Enter sensitive throwback cowboy bro John 
Mayer, who, in the press accompanying his 
latest album, “Born and Raised,” sports long 
hair, denim jackets, a collection of Neil%ung 


records and a hefty dose of perspective. Or 
some perspective, at least. The narcissism and 
entitlement that underscored Mayer’s offen- 
sive remarks stiU crop up in the conveniently 
self-serving absolution of lyrics such as “Hard 
times have helped me see I’m a good man” 
on lead single “Shadow Days.” Although the 
platitude-heavy songs often scan more movie 
soundtrack than truthful emotional break- 
through, there is the sense that this is a posi- 
tive step for someone who has been sheltered 
by success his entire adult life. 

And while Mayer’s voice isn’t really 
suited for straying from the intimate blues 
croon of his past hits into the more upbeat 
country pieces here, the instrumentation 
mostly sounds great, tapping into the comfy 
Americana of ’70s radio rock. There are 
certainly charming moments — “Walt Grace’s 
Submarine Test, January 1967” and ‘A Face 
to Call Home” in particular— but they come 
only when Mayer’s introspective album looks 
outward to someone more interesting than 
himself kyle kramer is a redeye special contributor.

Politics without 
preaching from El-P

Waka Flocka Flame’s blunt force raps 
serving as the most influential sound in 
hip-hop and an underground scene currently 
ruled by the irreverence of acts such as Odd 
Future and Das Racist, the market for so- 
called Real Hip Hop— the kind defined by 
boom-bap beats and exhaustingly complex 
lyricism— is at an all-time low This might 
seem like a problem for someone like the 
pointedly intricate El-P, whose breakout 
group Company Flow and (now-shuttered) 
label Def Jux are rallying points for a certain 
kind of genre purist. 

But the NewTbrk rapper is arguably more 
relevant than ever, embracing collaborations 
with hip-hop’s blog-friendly avant garde and 
cementing his elder statesman status by re- 
cently working on an album (“R.A.P. Music”) 
with fellow indie legend Killer Mike. And 
when El-P’s latest album, “Cancer for Cure,” 
brings out these friends, they fit nicely into 


his bleak, pound- 
ing vision. 

The type to 
describe police 
states over jarring 
beats, El-P has 
always had a fu- 
turistic bent, but 
the great success 
of “Cancer for 
Cure”— particu- 
larly on more id- 
iosyncratic tracks 
such as “Drones 
over Bklyn” and 
“$Vic/FTL(Me 
and%u)”— is 
that its production aesthetic doesn’t really 
need lyrics to make this dystopian stuff seem 
totally immediate. It’s political without being 
preachy. 

This album functions almost as much as 
noise rock as it does hip-hop, and that might

be its biggest strength. Even at a time when ex- 
plosive noise is the new genre norm, this music 
is a long way from pop but works because it 
offers its own self-contained world, 'lliat world

Gourmet doughnuts haven’t reached the same 
saturation as cupcake shops in Chicago, but 
they could be on the way Joining Doughnut 
Vault, Dirty Betty’s and Do-Rite is Glazed and 
Infused, a creation of Francesca’s restaurateur 
Scott Harris with the help of chefs Christine 
McCabe (Charlie Trotter’s) and Tom CuUeeney 
(Lettuce Entertain %u and Krispy Kreme). 

News traveled fast to a few of Chicago’s fin- 
est, who were taking a break from NATO duty 
on Monday morning to check out the West 
Loop location (813 W Fulton Market. 312-226- 
5556) as we made our way out with a box of as- 
sorted doughnuts ($1.75- $3.25 apiece). A walk- 
up window at Francesca’s Forno in Wicker 
Park (1553 N. Damen Ave. 773-770-0184) is also 
open, and a third location at 929 W Armitage 
Ave. near the Armitage Brown Line station is 
set to open in July 

Unlike closet-size Doughnut Vault and Do- 
Rite, the West Loop location of Glazed and In- 
fused has plenty of seating and a long glass case 
filled with a dozen or so varieties of doughnuts. 
The shop’s retro look— think vintage-inspired 
posters and counter girls donning orange pol- 
ka-dotted bandannas tied up Rosie the Riv- 
eter-style— evokes a time when family-owned 
doughnut shops were easier to come by

TASTING NOTES 

» Classic glazed yeast doughnuts are fla- 
vored with natural ingredients-such as 
Madagascar vanilla beans and chocolate 
shipped in from South America-but the 
only one that tastes much different than the 
usual artificially flavored chain counterparts 
is the raspberry glaze, which tastes like the 
ripe, real fruit. 

» Specialty flavors such as lemon pleased 
with a subtly citrusy cake base and a zingy 
lemon glaze-almost like a lemon square in 
doughnut form. 

» A maple-bacon long john (as seen above) 
tastes just like that part of your breakfast 
plate where the pancake syrup runs onto 
your bacon. Can we argue that the added 
protein of a full slice of bacon on top makes 
it a balanced breakfast? 

»The ultimate dessert-for-breakfast choice 
is the red velvet doughnut, topped with a 
hefty helping of cream-cheese icing. For 
whatever reason, the red velvet experience 
has always seemed best in cupcake form- 
it’s the perfect state for keeping the cake 
moist and supporting the heavy frosting. 
Still, the red velvet doughnut does have the 
crunchy snap of doughnut crust that only a 
ringed confection can provide.

Slam dunk 


Trainspotting’ writer rides 
bestseller momentum 
into city championships

Six finalists in Windy City Story Slam’s fourth 
All-City Championships take the stage Satur- 
day to work for the most audience votes and a 
spot at the Edinburgh Fringe Festival. 

Headlining the championships is Scottish 
author and new permanent Chicago resident 
Irvine Welsh, whose latest novel, “Skagboys”— 
a prequel to his 1993 bestseller, “Trainspot- 
ting” — recently debuted in Britain and hits U.S. 
bookstores this fall. When we called Welsh to 
catch up, he was heading to Cannes for a dis- 
tributors’ screening of “The Magnificent Elev- 
en,” a film he co-wrote and co-produced, and 
to see a cut of “Filth,” starring James McAvoy 
based on Welsh’s 1998 book of the same title. 

He’s also written an Americanized 
“Trainspotting” play set in Kansas and Mex- 
ico— “It’s called, imaginatively ‘Trainspotting 
U.S. A.,’ ” he said— which Chicago’s Theater 
Wit is producing in October. In the mean- 
time, he spoke with RedEye about “Skag- 
boys” and life in Chicago. 

“Skagboys” debuted at No. 1 in Britain? 

The U.K. release; it’s not here until Septem- 
ber. But yes, it gave John Grisham and James 
Patterson and Jeffrey Archer a good kicking 
like, you know? Heads must have rolled be- 
cause of that one. I got knocked off the next 
again week to No. 2 by Stephen King, {but} 
it’s still selling steadily and holding its own 
with the big guns, which is good.

CANNES, France Consider Heath Ledger's 
Joker. If you conduct a Twitter hashtag search 
using the phrase #reallytoughacttofollow, by 
rights Ledger’s performance in “The Dark 
Knight” should come up first. 

Now, even though no one’s seen it yet, con- 
sider Tom Hardy’s Bane. This is the actor, por- 
traying the ragingly violent adversary featured 
in “The Dark Knight Rises” (opening July 20), 
who finds himself in the unenviable position 
of following Ledger’s Oscar-winning act. 

The 34-year-old Hardy is everywhere at the 
moment, which takes the heat off following 
a really tough act. Like Michael Fassbender, 
who was two years ahead of Hardy at the 
same London drama school, Hardy’s an actor 
of considerable stage training and an already 
impressive range of screen credits, most re- 
cently “Warrior.” 

At this particular moment, Hardy’s trying 
to get comfortable on a surreally low-slung 
couch in a banquet room in the Martinez ho- 
tel located on the Croisette, the seaside bou- 


levard that transforms each May during the 
Cannes film festival. Hardy’s in Cannes with 
“Lawless,” one of eight Fnglish-language main 
competition titles vying for the Palme d’Or. 

“Sorry, I seem to be sitting here rather ... 
louchely,” Hardy says, doing his best to ne- 
gotiate a position of repose without sliding 
onto the floor straight off the hotel’s stylish 
but uncomfortable settee. All the fiirniture in 
Cannes works this v^^ay T say 

“Tes, but then, everybody in Qmnes is stylish 
and uncomfortable,” Hardy counters, grinning. 

The Prohibit ion -era drama opens Aug. 
31 in the U.S. and Stars Shia IxBeouf as the 
real-life Jack Bondurant, junior member of a 
tight-knit rural Virginia clan that held its own 
against rival bootleggers and various lawmen 
until alcohol was again legalized. LeBeouf 
may top the billing in director John I lillcoat's 
movie, but Hardy anchors and dominates the 
cast as Jack’s older brother, Forrest, a fear- 
some wielder of brass knuckles and a man 
who often grunts, bearlike, in a witty actor’s 
flourish, when words fail him. 

Hardy whose last stage appearance came in 


early 2010 in “The Ix>ng Red Road” at Chica- 
go’s Goodman Theatre, said his main concern 
in “Lawless” was not making his character a 
lout of pure violence, nor a “second-rate Clint 
Eastwood.” Animals were his building blocks, 
he says. Forrest is a bit of a bear, a dinosaur 
and, he says rather perversely, Tweety Bird 
from the Warner Bros, cartoons. 

Hardy’s reputation will only benefit from 
being the strongest aspect of “Lawless.” As 
Hardy attempts, eventually with success, to 


get out of that infernal low-slung sofa, the ac- 
tor notes he has no immediate plans to return 
to the stage. He’s to be the new Alad Max in 
the “Mad Max” reboot. Ilis work has been 
linked to the animalistic charisma and tender- 
ness of Marlon Brando, though he’s humbled 
by the comparisons. 

“May as well make a bit of hay,” he says, 
again v^ith a faint note of apology. Why not? 
It may be raining in Cannes, but career-wise, 
Hardy’s sun is shining.
